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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the examiner maintains the position set forth in the 
October 16, 2009 final rejection. As far as the combination with the secondary reference Artz, the examiner maintains that the surface of 
Artz is "machined" and the surface of Artz is "roughened". Since the CTE in Artz is only required to be "similar enough" the surface is 
"rough enough" even when the CTE's are not the same. The examiner submits that the arguments appear to be interpreting the scope of 
the term "roughened" more narrowly than the examiner. However, the examiner maintains that the applied interpretation of the term 
"roughened" is reasonable and that should the term be overly parsed the metes and bounds of term would become indefinite. As such, the 
examiner submits that such an interpretation is appropriate and necessary in view of the instant language employed in the claim. As to the 
combination with Yunni as evidenced by Coeffiicents of Friction for Rubber, it is noted that attorney arguments can not take the place of 
evidence on the record. Further, it is noted that even if the combination is made for a reason other than applicant's reason, which is not 
clearly the case, but appears to be implied in the argument, the combination is still proper since each and every limitation set forth in the 
claims is met by the combination. The examiner maintains the position set forth in the final rejection, particularly noting pages 1 5-1 7 of the 
office action, and submits that the claims would need to be amended to overcome the rejection. 
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
